18. — American-made 
motor trucks are now being 
operated in the _ principal 
countries of the world, gain- 
ing steadily in sales in spite 
of numerous economic factors 
and other handicaps because 
of their dependability and} 
low cost of operation. | 


Exports of trucks since 1924 
have increased from 27,352, valued 
at $19.199,344, to 138,782, valued at 
“n* 321,468 while the ratio of ex- 


the 
latest figures showing that 44 per 
cent. of the output on January 
last was shipped to foreign coun- 
tries. 


In the last year the ratio of ex-| 


port to production jumped from 25 
to 44 per cent. By taking 32 per, 
cent. of the trucks shipped from the 
United States in January,, Argen- 
tina occupied the leading ~ market 
during the month. Australia is the 
second largest market for Ameri- 
can trucks. and Brazil third. The | 
average truck valuation exported in 
‘January was $611. 

Other important countries in 
which American trucks are readily 
sold are Brazil, the United King- 
dom, British India, Philippine 
Islands, New Zealand and Uruguay. 

Production in January, 1929, 
amounted to 51,590“umits, of whicn 
13,034 were exported. 

Truck shipments in 1922 totaled 
11,443 units having a value of 
$8,270,708, which increased _ to 
138,782 units valued at $91,321,468 
in 1928, a gain of 1,112 per cent. 
in number and 1,004 per cent. in 
value. Total truck production last 
year was the highest ever record- 
ed, 26 per cent. of the output find- 
ing its ultimate destination in for-

Gains 32% 


New York, March 18.—Eight 
manufacturers of automobile 
trucks, buses and taxicabs that 


have reported 1928 earnings, either 
final or preliminary, had a com- 
bined net income last year of $38,- 
881,457, compared with a com- 
bined net of $29,593,762 in 1927, 
according to figures prepared by 
Automotive Daily News. This was 
a gain of approximately 32 per 
cent. |

creases, the year generally showing 
a great improvement for truck 
builders over 1927.

..The five states, Delaware, Tl- 
linois, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota and South Carolina, report- 
ed 3,312 registrations, compared 
with 1,960 in February, 1928, a 
gain of 70 per cent. 

With returns in from 46 states, 
the registrations in January amount 
to 28,910, as compared with 15,890 
in January, 1928, a gain of 82 per 
cent. 


Complete registration for 
commercial vehicles in 1928 totaled 
341,302, compared with 327,856 in 
1927, a gain of 4 per cent. The pro- 
duction records would show ayn even 
more impressive gain, because a@ 
larger increase was made in the ex- 
| port field than in production of 
, trucks for the home market. 

‘In the registration of commercial 
| vehicles in the United States in 1928, 
the General Motors units are in a 
long lead. This organization has 
151,475 registrations to its credit, 
being Chevrolet chassis, 
against Ford’s total of 65,260. 

Graham Brothers trucks took third 
place in the standing, with 36,570 
units registered. International was 
in fourth place, with 26,152, and Reo 
made a strong fifth, with 16,265.

1929 WINTER-GRADE GAS 
MORE VOLATILE THAN IN 
SAME SEASON YEAR AGO

Washington, March 18—As the 
result of a survey made by the 
United States Bureau of Mines, it 
was found that motor gasoline mar- | 
keted in the United States this 
winter was more volatile than that 
sold during the previous winter. 

Gasoline samples were collected in 
Boston, New York, Pittsburgh, Chi- 
cago, New Orleans, St. 
Omaha, Denver, San Francisco, | 
Laramie, Wyo, and Bartlesville, | 
Okla. 

In the past a distinct difference | 
existed between “winter” and “sum- | 
mer” gasolines. For several years | 
this difference has been small and | 
has been confined to the distillation | 
range, the report points out. 

This winter, as was the case a 
year ago, the average figures indi-

Certified Junk 


NE of the banes of the automobile dealer’s life, to which 
frequent reference has been made by this newspaper, 
is the junk car, the vehicle selling for $50 or $100, which 
ought really to be removed from the roads in the interest of 
public safety. In spite of their unwillingness to handle these 
cars, dealers often have to take them in trade and many 
merchants make a practice of getting a number of them and 
then sending for the junk man and giving him the lot at a set 
figure in order to clear up the whole transaction. 

Obviously, the intention in selling to the junker is to 
have the ancient vehicles broken up and retired from service. 
But all too frequently the junk man finds that some of his 
purchases will still wheeze along under their own power and 
instead of breaking them up, he sells them again as “going 
concerns” and behold! the walking junk heap is back on the 
road after a brief interval. 

Furthermore, sooner or later the ragged veterans appear 
again in the used car department of the harrassed automo- 
bile: dealer, where they are offered in trade on the price of a 
new car. Some time ago we published a suggestion for the 
handling of these ancient cars, which was offered by the 
dealers’ association of Greenville, S. C. This plan brought 
forth a great deal of interesting comment. 

Another suggestion for dealing with this problem of the 
junk car has been made by the Pennsylvania Automotive 
Association. This plan involves the amendment of the auto- 
mobile law to make it obligatory on the buyer of junk cars to 
apply_for a “certificate of junk.” This certificate would 
end the service career of the car. The vehicle could not be 
registered again, its official] status having bcome that of 
junk. The buyer would have no choice but to break up the 
vehicle and reclaim whatever of its anatomy he might be 
able to utilize. 

This would, at any rate, end the constant resurrection 
of junkers.

Manganese 


URING the late attempt of Mr. Hohenzollern to show 

us what a terrible person he was, the attention of the 
world was, perhaps for the first time, concentrated on the 
fact that national possession of certain raw materials sup- 
plies was an essential to successful war making. Germany, 
shut off from supplies of crude rubber, had to invent all sorts 
of substitutes for that commodity. During much of the war 
Germany had no supply of crude petroleum and was forced 
to rely on substitutes for gasoline evolved by her chemists. 

It was this fear of being caught without a home source 
of certain raw materials that prompted Harvey Firestone’s 
experiments with rubber growing and is now actuating 
Thomas A. Edison in his Florida experiments. 

To the average man it would probably not seem im- 
portant that a nation have a “home grown” source of manga- 
nese supply in case of war. This average person would 
probably wonder what in heck manganese was anyway. As 
a matter of fact a supply of manganese is one of the essen- 
tials for carrying on any war, whether of defense or offense. 
Chemists and engineers depend on manganese for use in the 
alloys that give us the fine steels necessary in the fabricating 
of all engines of war and most steel products used in 
industry. Without manganese engineers would be hard put 
to it to get steel of the specifications needed 

The United States has extensive deposits of low-grade 
manganese ore. This low-grade ore produces perhaps the 
finest manganese in the world, but it takes time to develop 
the mines and place them on an adequate production basis 
to meet any emergency that may arise. We are trying to 
protect ourselves in the creation of an adequate reserve of 
crude oil for military uses and it would seem to be the 
sensible thing to look to our manganese reserve in times 
of peace to have it ready for any possible emergency.

There has been perhaps a little 
too much strong arm selling and 
too much opportunism indulged in 
It is easy to fall into this error 

The average American car gives 
the impressive demonstration to 
the average European accustomed 
to low-powered engines, slow pick- 
up, noisy gears, etc. Give the pro- 
spective distributor a ride and it’s 
easy to take his order for one, two, 
a dozen, or fifty cars. But it may 
not be a wise thing to do. Getting | 
an agreeable first order and giving 
in exchange the franchise for the 
country is easy—creating a dis- 
tributorship that will last and that 
will be profitable to the distributor 
is not so easy. 

Really good mechanical service 
is an important and a most dif- 
ficult matter. In many countries 
the sale of any one make is too | 
limited to warrant the mainte- — 





service—the combining of several 
competing lines as regards sales in 
a single service organization. This 
is not, as it may seem at first 
thought, in the slightest degree il- 
logical. 

Good service is essential, for the 
obvious reason that it holds cus- 
tomers—brings them back for a 
second and a third car of the same 
make, but it as well as other meas- 
ures 1S necessary to protect used 
car value.

In the bygone days, the planter 
had to depend upon the season to 








prize his tobacco, but now if the 
season is anything at all favorable 
the tobacco can be bulked and 


weighed and it will remain in sea- 
son for weeks, so that it can be 1;

1925, the company’s best year, and the present outlook is 
for a still further increase in net income this year. 

Sales up to March 11 were 33.4 per cent. better than for the corre- 
sponding period of 1928, according to announcement by President M. L 

, @ "cher, and present schedules call for a production of 8,000 trucks this 
year, compared with 5,700 in 1928. A new model, the F-7, a six-cylinde! 
1'4-ton truck, with four wheel hydraulic brakes, listing at $1,395, is being 
placed on the market, and it promises to meet with immediate success. 

Last vear was a good one for the company, earnings showing an 
increase of 23 per cent. over 1927. The last half of the year was 
particularly good. The autumn and winter business was the greatest, 
in the history of the company. The net income amounted to $550,588, 
as against $447,556 in 1927. This was $1.13 a share on 499,562 shares, 
compared with 99 cents a share on 452,562 shares in the previous 
year. The profit and loss surplus dropped off from $3,676,537 to $3,- 
611,477 Prag oy the year and the book value of the stock dropped frem 
$15.05 'to $12.23 per share, but the financial condition remained strong. 
And in the ¢ course of the year the company went on the open market 
and bought up some of its own 5 per cent. debenture notes. 

Preparations are now under way to take care of the increased demand 
for the company’s products. A contract was let in January for the con- 
struction of additional factory buildings at a cost of $200,000. This 
increased capacity was made necessary by heavy orders for body cabs 
and a steadily growing demand from the export trade. 

One of the causes for the decreased business of this company in 1927 
was the adoption of more rigid installment payment terms. While under 
the old and easier terms, the company sold about 7,500 trucks in 1926, 
the number cropped, under the more rigid sales terms, to less than 6,000 
in the following year. Other truck builders have also adopted a more

Torente, Ont., March 18.—En- 
couraged by the best January and 
February in the history of the com- 
pany, the Ford Motor Company of 
Canada has split up its common 
stock, giving twenty shares of new 
for each old share held. This ac- 
tion, taken Friday, was in line with 
reports of the past few months 
that a drastic readjustment of the 
finerial structure of the company 
would soon take place. A meeting 
of airectors will be held March 26 
to work out the details of the read- 
justment. 

There are 70,000 shares now out- 
standing and 30,000 in the treasury. | 
Under the new plan there will be | 
1,400,000 shares out and 600,000 in | 
the treasury. Of the new shares | 
one will be voting and 19 non-vot- | 
ing, and holders will be permitted | 
to purchase two non-voting shares 
for every share held under the 
present basis. Also new shares will 
be offered to citizens of Canada at 
an attractive price.
